National regulation and compul­ 
sory sickness insurance will prove 
the death blow to quacks and char­ 
latans, according to Dr. Huffman in 
a statement today. 


“The average annual income of 
our doctors is only $500 
a year,” 
said Dr. Huffman. “Compulsory sick­ 
ness insurance at $1 apiece for the 
wage earners of America and their 
families would not only increase this 
yearly average but would leave doc­ 
tors free to treat patients receiving 
more than $1,200 a year. 
And by 
such a plan the medical profession 
would be paid to prevent sickness 
and would be the loser when anyone 
became sick. 
It would prove the 
knock out blow to quacks and char­ 
latans.*'

The picture has been shown in ev 
ery state in the union except Ohio 
Censors first rejected the film two 
months ago at the 
suggestion 
of 
Governor Frank B. Willis, to whom 
protests had been made by civil war 
veterans, patriotic and negro organ 
izatons. 
Movie exhibitors and film 
company men claim Willis suppress­ 
ed the film for political purposes. 
Producers offered to make forty- 
four changes in the picture, elimin­ 
ating “objectionable scenes.” Pres­ 
sure was brought to bear on officials 
and the film was resubmitted. 
Attorney General Turner review 
ed the film 
with 
the censors and 
followed their second rejection of 
the picture with 
a vigorous 
state 
ment attacking it as an “insult to 
the north,” and a “contemptible dis­ 
tortion of historv.”

QUACKS WOULD BE HARD HIT 


Also Favors Acceptance of Grad- 


uates Front Medical Colleges 


Without Examination

Chicago, Feb. 7.—Federal regula- 


tion of the medical profession and a 
national statute making sickness in- 
surance for the 32,000,000 
wage 


earners and their families .compul- 
sory are strongly urged by Dr. Otto 
V. Huffman, secretary 
of the Long 


Island College Hospital, who tonight 
will address the Federation of State 
Medical Boards 
at the Congress 


hotel here. The board is in session 
here today and tomorrow. 


National regulation and compul- 


sory sickness insurance will prove 
the death blow to quacks and char- 
latans, according to Dr. Huffman in 
a statement today. 


"The average annual income of 


our doctors is only $500 a year," 
said Dr. Huffman. "Compulsory sick- 
ness insurance at $1 apiece for the 
wage earners of America and their 
families would not only increase this 
yearly average but would leave doc- 
tors free to treat patients receiving 
more than $1,200 a year. And by 
such a plan- the medical profession 
would be paid to prevent sickness 
and would be the loses when anyone 
became sick. 
It would prove the 


knock out blow to quacks and char- 
latans." 


Dr. Huffman also favors the ac- 


ceptance of graduates of recognized 
medical colleges without examina- 
tion; examination 
for 
those who 


have not been educated in the pre- 
scribed way; federal board to .grant 
and revoke licenses.

Producers of

picts the South in Civil War and re- 
construction days, have sued for a 
retaining order preventing censors 
from interfering with the exhibiton 
of the film in Ohio movie theatrers. 


The picture has been shown in ev- 


ery state in the union except Ohio. 
Censors first rejected the film two 
months ago at the 
suggestion 
of 


Governor Frank B. Willis, to whom 
protests had been made by civil war 
veterans, patriotic and negro organ- 
izatons. 
Movie exhibitors and film 


company men claim Willis suppress- 
ed the film for political purposes. 


Producers offered to make forty- 


four changes in the picture, elimin- 
ating "ohjectionable scenes." Pres- 
ure was brought to bear on officials 
and the film was resu'bmitted. 


Attorney General Turner review- 
d the film with 
the censors and 


followed their second rejection of 
'he picture with a vigorous state- 
ment attacking it as an "insult to 
the north," and a "contemptible dis- 
tortion of history."
